Without waiting for the disclosure 
of the names of the Taoiseach’s 
nominees it is possible to say that, 
generally speaking, the new House 
differs but little from its predecessor. 
It is true that several members who 
made a really serious contribution 
to debate will be missed. These 
include Profesor Joseph Johnston, 
Mr. J. G. Douglas, The MacGilly- 
cuddy, and Sir John Keane, who 
were defeated. Probably Sir John 
Keane may come back on Mr. de 
Valera’s list, as he did at the last 
election. In the Labour group Mr. 
Sean Campbell will be missed; in 
fact, his defeat is one of the 
mysteries. The most prominent of 
the Fianna Fail party to lose his

member. 


NEW “BLOOD”. 


There will be much interest in 
the new blood which has been 
introduced by Dublin University. 
Mr. T. C. Kingsmill Moore and 
Professor Fearon come to the House 
with careers already assured in the 
law and in the university, and, 
naturalty, much will be - expected 
from them. Mr. Donal O’Sullivan 
cannot be said to be new to the 
Senate, since he was for a long 
series of years Clerk to the House, 
and has since become its historian. 
He is an authority on world affairs, 
and holds strong views, which he 
frequently ventilates, on the rela- 
tions of this country with the 
British Commonwealth.- General 
Mulcahy is better known as a 
Dail man, although he. is no 
stranger to the Senate, of which 
he was a member for a short time 
after the 1937 election. Hoe replaces 
Mr. Desmond FitzGerald in the Fine
